State Superintendent Sustains School 


Enumeration Here After Search- 


ing Investigation. 


After a most searching investiga- 


tion. State Superintendent Fassett A. 
Cotton lias louncl that the enumeration 
of children of school 
age in 
Fort 


Wayne was correctly taken, and in an 
official notification to Henry G. Felger. 
county superintendent of schools, Mr. 
Cotton announces that the report will 
stand as returned by the enumerators. 


More than this, there is commenda- 


tion for the various school officials in 
Fort Wayne, not only for their careful 
and 
painstaking 
efforts 
to follow 


closely the letter of the law in this 
work." but for their willingness to aid 
in every way .possible the investiga- 
tion into the returns. The significance 
of the state superintendent's finding is 
that the enumeration which disclosed 
16,634 persons of school age in the 
city of Fort Wayne, a gain of 626 over 
the previous year, will be accepted, 
and that Superintendent Study, of the 
Fort-Wayne schools, will retain his 
place upon the state board of educa- 
tion, held by virtue of Fort Wayne's 
relative rank among the school cities 
of Indiana. 


Terre Haute Made Protest. 


It will be recalled that when returns 


were made of the 
enumeration 
at 


Terre Haute they were upon their face 
EO palpably fraudulent that Superin- 
tendent Study at once filed a protest 
with the state superintendent against 
their acceptance. A special agent o£ 
the state' superintendent was at once 
sent to Terre Haute, and his inquiry 
revealed glaring frauds which neces- 
sitated a re-enumeration of the city. 
This re-enumeration lopped 4,894 off 
the first.count at Terre Haute. 


In towering rage at the 
showing, 


Terre Haute lost no time in filing a 
protest against the Fort Wayne enum- 
eration, 
and . State 
Superintendent 


Cotton sent a special agent, Frank 
B. Long, of Franklin, to this city to 
make an investigation. Mr. Long was 
the man in charge of the re-enumera- 


tlon at Terre Haute, and he made a 
searching examination which extended 
over a period -' several weeks. 


In striking contrast to the situation 


at Terre Haute. Mr. Long found school 
officials in Fort Wayne, from first to 
last, willing and anxious to turn over 
all books and records and aid him in 
every way possible in probing into 
the situation in this city. The work- 
extended over a period 
of 
several 


weeks, though the utmost secrecy was 
maintained regarding the findings, in 
order that no inkling of the result 
might reach the public in advance of 
the report to the state superintendent. 
State Superintendent Cotton's official 
finding in the case was officially sub- 
mitted today in a letter to County 
Superintendent Felger, embraced 
in 


which is tne report made by Mr. Long 
to Mr. Cotton.

der her home was at Mount Sterling, 
Ky.

James Williams, of tno same place. 
She 
has 
a 
cousin

trude King, who lived at Maysville 
at the time of Goebel's murder. Miss

ers. Rowan county, Ky. 
Both men 


ran out. of the buildinr 
to a fence 


where Sanford gave a pair of shoes 
which he was carrying to Igo, who ex- 
changed his boots 
for 
them. 
The 


men then disappeared. 


The affiant states that Igo told her 


at the Mount Sterling depot on Jan. 
25, 190U, that he was going to kill Goe- 
bel and that she saw him afterwards 
at Jeffersonville, Ind.. and he remind- 


ed her that he had fulfilled his prom- 
ise. 


She also says that Sanford had told 


Gertrude King a few days prior to

Idual liberty of the majority to make 
ws may be effective those laws must 
e respected. 
The greatest enemy to the liberty of 
he individual is privilege—the privilege 
f lawlessness, the privilege conferred by 
w and the privilege of monopoly. There 
as been a great awakening of the public 
onscience during the past few years ns 
a ths privilege of lawlessness. 
This 
ublic conscience soes marching on day 
v day correcting some evil; day after 
ay remedying some wrong. 
In conclusion Governor Folk said: 
In constructing this great government, 
ur forefathers exercised a wisdom un- 
urpassed in the annals 
of 
mankind, 
hey founded a government gruarantee- 
p rights to the individual never ob- 
ained or exercised by any other people, 
hey fought in order to give us this na- 
on with Its blessings of freedom. 
It 
i for us to preserve it as a government 
f the people, for the people and by the 
eople. Let us endeavor to maintain in- 
iolate the principle of popular self-gov- 
rnment and recognize the largest liberty 
f the individual citizen consistent with 
tw and order; unite in enforcing the laws 
nd in counteracting any attempt to defy 
ism; destroy the privileges. of lawless- 
ess and the unjust privileges conferred 
y law, and maintain the rights of all 
y causing each to respect the rights of 
16 other.

A method of shrinking linen and 


similar wash goods is to first lay the 
material in yard .foldc, then baste all 
the selvedges together on one side 
only. 
Then baste each end through 


all "the folds in exactly the same man- 
ner. The selvedges on the other side 
are left free. 
Next fold it neatly so 


that it will lay smoothly in the vessel 
prepared for it, not crushing at all. 


This tub, etc.. is filled with cold 


water in sufficient quantity to cover 
the goods to be immersed. The ma- 
terial should lay 
in 
the water for 


about half an hour, wl.en it. should be 
wrung out. lightly to avoid creasing. 
Hang the basted end to the line, then 
pull and straighten with the hands, 
slipping them 
up and 
outward be- 


tween the free selvedges. When near- 
ly dry release the bastings on the two 
ends "and assist the drying by shaking 
and shapine, and crease the folds to 
denote yard" lengths. When quite dry. 
cut. the "basting threads from the selv- 
edee end, when the material should 
look like new. In all probability no 
ironing wil! be necessary.

THE PROGRESS OF RATIONAL

The coming of autumn means the 


marriage time for many girls who find 
themselves confronted with new and 
vexing problems o£ what are the cor- 
rect forms for such occasions. 


To begin with, the bride may be as 


autocratic as she wishes 
about ar- 


rangements for the ceremony, for her 
•word should he law. The bridegroom- 
to-be becomes almost an unimportant 
factor as far as. having anything to 
cay a.bout details or plans is con- 
cerned. 


He selects his own. -ushers and the 


gifts for them, also the flowers car- 
ried by the bride. 
Beyond that, and 


paying the clergyman he has nothing 
to do except to be on hand at the re- 
quired time. 


The decorations, i£ flowers are to be 


used, are chosen by the bride and her 
parents pay for them. In fact, they 
pay lor everything—the carriages for 
the bridal party, the sexton if it is a 
church wedding, the luncheon or sup- 
per, and the organist. 


It is the bride's privilege to seloct 


the color, material and fashion o£ the 
bridesmaids' gowns, and it is even cor- 
rect to present them as gifts if she 
•wishes and can afford it. She is sup- 
posed to give her attendants a sou- 
venir of the wedding, and the frnck 
may be considered as such token, it 
Is not necessary that she shall give 
anything expensive, but she 
should 


not omit a trifle of some kind. 


In laying down the law as to what 


they shall wear she should show kind- 
liness and tact, :araembering that a 
girl who looks well in one color may 
appear quite hideous in another.

Strictly 
speaking, the bridegroom is supposed 
to supply the new home in all particu- 
lars except linen and silver. Both o£ 
these a bride provides as part of her 
trousseau. 


In the receiving line at the recep- 


tion after the ceremony the bride and 
bridegroom stand first, and next them 
are the bride's parents. Those of the 
bridegroom come next, and then the 
bride's attendants. 


The ushers are not in line, as they 


bring the guests to the receiving partj 
and make what introductions are nec- 
essary.

If anything is t^ be done with seeds 


f perennials, which are always asso- 
iated with old fashioned gardens, no 
ime should be losi. 


The cost of stocking a garden is de- 
reased enormously if 
seeds rather 


han roots are bought, and to have 
owers next season the work should 
iegin now. 
By putting uiem in dur- 


ng the first week in September they 
ave a couple of months in which to 


grow this year, and then if protected 
n cold frames or covered with well 
otted manure raid leaf mould through 
he winter they will 
he ready 
for 


looming next spring. Another advan- 
age of planting now 
is that 
fresh 


,oed can ne secured. 


Peonies are much better put in now 


han in the spring, and will flourish 
setter next season. They, and indeed 
11 things, should he well protected 
tiring the winter if they are not to be 
tilled. 


Amateur gardeners who like their 


awns dotted with crocus or jonquils. 
ir have the bulbs bunched, will get re- 
ults which will give them much pleas- 
ire—though professionals would scorn 
hem—by using the same bulbs that 
owered indoors last spring. 
Professional raisers say that it is by 


10 means sure that each bulb forced 
he season before will bloom the suc- 
eeding year, and that in a hothouse, 
ivhere'space is valuable, they cannot 
ake the risk.

used up and will not put out any more 
flowers, even though the plants may 
ncrease in size. Slips should be made, 
and the work is but trifling. 


Cut a healthy but, small branch just 


above the joint, making the cutting a 
slanting one. 
Put. each' into a small 


pot with rich soil made very light 
vith a large quantity of sand. 
Keep 


hese well watered, though not flood- 
ed, and place out of doors in a light 
but shaded place, where the sun does 
not strike. As soon as well rooted re- 
move where they will have sunshine 
'or a small portion of each day/Bring 
ndoors before frost, but repot firsf, 
;iving a richer soil than the first. Do 
not forget, however, that geraniums 
lower -better in soil that is not over- 
rich. In the latter case they will de- 
•elop leaves rather than blossoms. 


Mignonette is among the most saf- 


sfactory of house plants for winter 
and is easily grown. It will do better 
n a flat box than in a pot, and re- 
uires rich soil with plenty of mois- 
ure.

Posen, Prussia, Sept. 21.—The siege 


of Port Arthur is being reproduced on 
the plains near here as a part of the 
German army's war game. 


Real shells are being used by the 


heavy, long range siege guns and nu- 
merous batteries of field artillery, and 
the conditions ol actual battle are be- 
ing reproduced with startling realism. 


Dummy forts, manned by 
dummy 


soldiers, are being fired at by actual 
projectiles, the idea beiog to obtain 
practice under conditions resembling 
those of actual.warfare. One part of 
the operations is the pursuit of a re- 
treating army with artillery, the gun- 
ners finding the ranges o£ dummies 
moved by electricity. 


Whole Country Is Cleared. 


As the artillery is using shells with 


full bursting charges, the ground over 
which the operations are being con- 
ducted has been cleared of 
Inhabi- 


tants and domestic animals, and ex- 
treme precautions ?.re being taken to 
prevent any one from entering the fire 
zones, not alone because it is danger- 
ous but also on account of the secrecy 
observed regarding 
the 
results at- 


tained.- 


During the day the city of Posen, 


with upwards of ,100,000 inhabitants, 
was placed under a state of siege, in- 
volving an entire suspension of traffic 
and communication, so that the two 
armies taking part in the operations 
could not procure information. A cen- 
sorship was placed upon all telegrams 
sent from Posen. 
The state of siege 


only lasted a few hours." 


Just as in Real War. 


Showing the strictness with which 


the rules of actual warfare are fol- 
lowed, Field Marshal Count von Hul- 
sen-Haeseler, the 
emperor's 
aut-de- 


camp general and chief of his military 
cabinet, who was in uniform, tried to 
get through the military lines without 
a pass or the watchword, but the sen- 
tries would not allow him to pass, al- 
though he was recognized. Later the 
field marshal, haVing obtained a pass, 
got through the lines and joined the 
emperor, to whom he praised the vigi- 
lance of the sentinels. 


So carefully are the secrets of the 


game being guarded 
that 
permits 


have been refused to military attaches 
or other foreign officers to witness the 
maneuvers, the preparations for which 
were in progress all summer. 


It is understood that the present 


German. army operations are the re- 
sult of the gigantic siege experiments 
conducted by tha French army last 
year.

RITE ACT! E 


BY FEDERAL 


Upholds Commodity Tariffs 


and Declares New Laws 


Are Vicious. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 21.—Judge 


William Lochren. of the United States 
circuit court, yesterday afternoon, in 
a lengthy opinion delivered from the 
bench, granted the 
request 
of the 


complaining stockholders of the rail- 
roads operating in Minnesota that a 
temporary injunction issue against the 
commodity rates enacted by the last 
state legislature. 
The 
court, how- 


ever, made preliminary rulings with 
the attorneys for the state in three 
other points as follows: 


First—That 
the 
exercise of rate 


making power by the state does noi 
interfere with interstate commerce. 


Second—The merchandise rates or- 


dered by the state railroad commis- 
sion Sept. 1, 1906, shall remain in 
force. 


Third—The two-cent passenger rate 


enacted by the last legislature is not 
eocfiscatory and shall remain in ef- 
fect. 


The injunction 
only affecis those 


rates which were to have taken effect 
on June 1 last, but which did not be- 
cause or the restraining order of the 
court. 
A master to .take testimony 


will be appointed later. 


Styles Legislation Vicious. 


In his opinion the court arraigned 


the Minnesota legislature with tongue 
lashing such as a legislative body has 
seldom if ever before received from 
the bench. 


"There is no question." 
said 
the 


court, "but that such legislation (re- 
ferring to the rate laws of the recent 
session) is vicious and a disgrace al- 
most to the civilization of the age. 
It is a :eproach on the intelligence 
and sense of justice of any legislature 
which would promote 
acts 
of that 


kind." 
The court opened with an explana- 


tion that the. stockholders of the ten 
railroads had made a sufficient show- 
ing of effort to get relief from the offi- 
cers of the railroads before appealing 
to the courts. He said he must over- 
rule the demurrers of t::e state to the 
bills of complaint. 
He had no doubt that the directors 


and officers of the railroads were en- 
tirely justified in refusing to hazard 
the penalties that might fall 
upon 


them in taking steps to save the stock- 
holders from loss. 


Confiscation a Factor. 


The court said that the railroad 


commission's order of Sept. 1, 1906, 
must be considered as to whether it 
has the effect of being confiscatory. 
Like consideration must be given the 
legislatiye acts relative to commodity 
rates and the two-cent passenger fare. 
In this preliminary hearing it has been 
impossible for the court to go into tne 
minute detail of the financial and sta- 
tistical showings of,the various rail- 
roads- 
"The railroads, in their showing, 


he said, "offer no charge' for deprecia- 
tion of property. There can properly 
be made a reasonable.estimate of the 
per cent of loss in railroad property 
each y»ar by depreciation. It would 
be a "short sighted policy to reduce 
the compensation of the railroads to 
a degree where they could 
not per- 


form 'their duties fully and fairly for 
the benefit of the people." 


"As to the legislative 
commodity 


rates, the court concluded by saying: 


"The act of April 18 fixing commod- 


ity rates has not yet gone into enect, 
being restrained by preliminary order 
of this court. It appear-; that, in Tiew 
of the lessening of rates by this act, 
the compensation allowed the 
rail- 


roads would not be sufficient; in fact, 
such rates are prohibitive. 
So the 


preliminary injunction prayed for may 
issue against those. For the stronger 
roads these rates come near being 
compensatory, but with the weaker 
roads they are far from being com- 
pensatory."

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Four Distinguished Bishops Have Pre- 


sided Over Great 'Catholic Church 
Division Embraeiug Northern Half 
of Indiana, Which is ISTow Celebrat-' 
ing the Golden Jubilee of Its Organ- 
ization. 
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Fifty years hare elapsed since the 


organization of the diocese of Fori 
Wayne, and the golden jubilee notv I 
being celebrated Dy every Catholic 
church in Northern Indiana marks an I 
anniversary that is notable in the i 
church history of the state. From its j 
beginning 
amid 
the 
struggles 
of 


pioneer days. Catholicity in the broad 
territory embraced within the bound- 
aries of the Fort Wayne see has 
grown tremendously in numbers, in 
wealth, in power lor good. Instead ot" 
weak, struggling little congregations 
at wide intervals over the northern 
half of the state there are today mag- 
nificent churches in large number, 
comfortable pastoral homes, scliools, 
colleges, hospitals and other -benefi- 
cent institutions whose stately struc- 
tures are mutely elquent of the devo- 
tion and the faithfulness of this groat 
church organization. 


More than forty Indiana counties 


are embraced within the diocese of 
Fort Wayne, the district including all 
of Indiana north of the 
southern 


boundaries 
of 
Warren, 
Fountain, 


Montgomery, Boone, .Hamilton, Madi- 
son. Delaware and Randolph 
coun- 


ties. It comprises a territory of 17,- 
431 square miles—a territory so vast 
that the work of directing the affairs 
of the bishopric is a monumental one. 


Four devoted churchmen have oc- 


cupied the holy office * of bishop of 
Fort Wayne—Rt. Rev. John 
Henry 


Luers. D. D., Rt. kev. Joseph .Dwen- 
ger, C. PP. S.. D. D., Rt. Rev. Joseph 
Rademacher, D. D., and the present 
bishop, 
Rt. Rev. 
Herman 
Joseph 


Alerding, D. D. 


Summarized in Statistics. 


Statistics will serve to give in con- 


densed form something of an idea of 
the work of the - Roman 
Catholic 


church in the diocese of Fort Wayne. 
There are 131 secular priests and 71 
priests of religious orders stationed 
in the diocese, a total of 202 clergy- 
men in charge of congregations in the 
diocese. 
There are 110 churches 


with resident pastors an; 42 missions 
•with churches. 
Stations are six in 


number which are visited regularly 
by priests, and there are 48 chapels 
in hospitals and other institutions. 


There is one university—the world- 


famed institution at Notre Dame, a 
preparatory 
seminary -for secular 


clergy at Rensselaer, two seminaries 
of religious orders and 13 academies 
for young ladies. 


Eighty-two of the parishes have 


parochial schools In operation, and 
the pupils in attendance at schools 
and academies:, number 15,400. There 
are:"two orphan asylums—St. Joseph's 
at tafayette, for boys and St. Vin- 
cent's at: Fort Wayne for girls. In 
the diocese also are*two Old People's 
homes,, one at Avilla and another at 
Lafayette, -while • twelve hospitals are 
successfully, maintained in the dio- 
cese. 


But the territory which comprises 


the diocese of Fort Wayne has a 
religious history that begins far back 
of the dawn of the present1 diocesan 
organization. In the nearly two hun- 
dred years, that elapsed from the date 
of the earliest visits of Catholic mis- 
sionaries to this region clown to the 
organization of the diocese of Fort 
Wayne,. Catholicity in this territory 
•was successively under the jurisdic- 
tion of.the bishops of Quebec, of Bal- 
timore, of Barclstown and of Vincen- 
nes. 


Under E:shop of Quebec. 


When the first bishop of Quebec 


•was Installed in 1674, this bishop and 
his successors were given jurisdic- 
tion over, the territory which- now 
cosnprises the states of Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Illinois, Maine, Ohio and New 
York, in addition, to the territory em- 
braced in what is now almost, the en- 
tire dominion of Canada. 
The juris- 


diction of the bishop of Quebec'con- 
tinued until the creation of the new 
see of.Baltimore by Pope Pius VT in 
November, 1789. Bishop Carroll was 
consecrated to the new see and his 
jurisdiction was made coextensive 
with the United States. 


Fort Wayne territory was auxiliary 


to the see of Baltimore" nine years, 
or until' 1808, when Pope Pius VII 
raised Baltimore to the rank of a met- 
ropolitan see and created the new dio- 
ceses of Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia and Bardstown (Ky.) 
The dio- 


cese of Bardstown, when first estab- 
lished, comprised Kentucky, Tennes-

see, Ohio and all the Northwest Terri- 
tory, including, of course, the Fort 
Wayne region. The first bishop was 
Rt. Rev. Benedict Joseph Faget. He 
visited Indiana several 
times 
as 


bishop, but if he came as far north as 
the present diocese of Fort Wayne 
there is no record of his visit. 
In 


1841 the see was transferred 
from 


Bardstown 
to Louisville, which re- 


mains the head of the diocese. 


In Diocese of Vincennos. 


The third change in jurisdiction for 


Fort Wayne territory came when the 
diocese of Vencennes was established 
in 1834. It comprised not only all the 
stale of Indiana, but a large section of 
Illinois, and Fort Wayne was under 
its jurisdiction for a period of twenty- 
three years. The first bishop of Vin- 
cennes was Rt. Rev. Simon Gabriel 
Brute de Remur. 
In the course of 


Bishop Brute's letter giving an account 
of his first episcopal visitation in his 
new diocese,- he says: 


"Shortly after 
my return Father 


Lalumiere came home and the account 
of his journey was very consoling. He 
had found more Catholics than I had. 
and many places ready to receive a 
priest. In three places they had begun 
to build churches. 
At 
Fort Wayne 


they had finished one, 60x30 feet, and 
the congregation numbered 1-50 Catho- 
lic families. I was happy to send 
them Rev. M. Ruff, 
from 
Metz, in 


France, recently ordained, and speak- 
ing the three languages. French, Eng-. 
lish and German. Of the latter there 
are a good many living there and in 
the environments."

Anxious 
to enter 


upou the work assigned to him by the 
holy see in the new diocese of Fort 
Wayne, he set out for Fort Wayne in 
a day or two after his -consecration, 
and history records that "he arrived 
toward 
evening, alone 
and 
unan- 


nounced, carrying his traveling bag 
in his "hand, at the door of the resi- 
dence of Yen' Rev. Father Benoit." 


Bishop Luers found his diocese to 


comprise forty-two counties extending 
north from the northern boundaries 
of 
Fountain, 
Montgomery, Boone, 


Hamilton. Madison, Delaware, Ran- 
dolph and Wan-en counties, a distance 
of 120 miles, and from the Chio state 
line to the Illinois state line, a distance 
of 170 miles. He at once appointed 
Very Rev. Father Benoit 
his vicar 


general. The Cathedral in Fort Wayne 
which greeted the new bishop was a 
small frame church in dilapidated con- 
dition, and the 
episcopal residence 


was a brick structure which had been 
erected by Rev. A. Bessonies. who 
was in charge of the 
Fort 
Wayne 


parish during the absence 
of Rev. 


Father Benoit in Louisiana. 


Might Have Been Lafayette. 


In connection with the organization 


of the new diocese is an interesting 
| hit of history tending to show that i 


.afayette might have been chosen as | 
!io episcopal city, in which case it i 
vcr,;H have been the diocese of La-' 


Dame. At that time it was known as 
the "Indian chapel," and was ihc- cen- 
ter of Father Badin's missionary ac- 
uviiies throughout northern Indiana 
and soiuhem Michigan. Rev. Father 
Badin was the first priest ordained in 
the United Suites. 


The first recorded visit of a priest 


to what is now the city of Fort Wayne 
was that of Rev. Father Badin, on 
June "0, 1830. He was then vicar gen- 
eral of ihe diocese of Bardstown, Ky., 
and Cincinnati. He repeated his vis- 
its in following years, and other pio- 
neer missionary priests wore also 
here. 
The first priest permanently 


appointed pastor of Fort Wayne was 
Rev. Louis Mueller, who took charge 
of the work in August, 1S3R, and re- 
mained until April IB, 1S40. Early in 
1S40 Bishop Hailandiere appointed 
Rev. Julian Benoit pastor of St. Au- 
gustine's church. Fort Wayne, having

Marked Start of Cathedral. 


The first church erected in Fort 


Wayne was a small frame structure 
erected in 1S37 on the site of the pres- 
ent Cathedral, and it was known'as 
St. Augustine's church. The present 
Cathedral was erected in 1S59 at a 
cost of about 554.000, the greater part 
of which was collected by Rev. Father 
Benoit while on a visit to Xew Or- 
leans. 
In 1S96 the Cathedral under- 


went a thorough -estoration at a cost 
of about $50.000.

St. Joseph's hospital, St. Roch's hos- 
pital and St. Augustine's and St. Cath- 
erine's academies, with the Sacred 
Heart academy but a few miles 
dis- 


tant. 


Commemorative of the golden jubi- 


lee. Rt. Rev. Bishop Alerding. with 
the assistance of Rev. W. C. Miller, 
has prepared a history of the diocese 
of Fort Wayne. The work goes back 
to the earliest records of churchly ac- 
tivity in this territory and details the 
growth and development from small 
beginnings of the diocese to its pres- 
ent strength and grandeur.

BISHOPS OF FORT WAYNE. 


Four Devoted Churchmen Who Have 


Held Holy Office. 


RT. REV. JOSEPH DWEXGEK, D.D. 


Second Bishop of Fort Wayne, 


In the fifty years that have elapsed 


since the see of Fort Wayne was cre- 
ated, four able and devoted church- 
men have held the holy office of bish- 
op of Fort Wayne. They are: 


Rt. Rev. John H. Luers, first bishop

Sept. 29, 1S19, and came with his par- 
ents to America in 1S33. locating on 
a farm near Piqua, Ohio. The son be- 
came a clerk in a store in the village, 
but soon took up his studies for the 
priesthood at 
St. Francis 
Xnvier's 


seminary in Brown county. Ohio. He 
was ordained to the priesthood at the 
ago of 27 by Archbishop Purcell. who 
at once appointed him pastor of St. 
Joseph's congregation in Cincinnati. 
It was while yet. with this church 
that he was chosen as first bishop of 
the new diocese of Fort Wayne, and 
he was consecrated to the bishopric 
January 10. 1S58, in the same Cathe- 
rir.?l in which he h?.d been ordained 
n priest. Into his new work Bishop 
Luers threw his tremendous energy 
p.nd it is said that, so much of his time 
was occupied in visitation for the pur- 
pose of building up his diocese ihat 
he wns seldom to be found in Fort 
Wayne. 
He made n pilgrimage to 


Rome in I>fi4, and upon his return 
adopted n plan for th? support of aged 
anti infirm priests. Bishop Luers did 
much for the cniisp of Catholic edu- 
cation. Bishop Luers' death occurred 
•n. Cleveland. Ohio. June 29. 1S71. He 
had conducted services there and aft- 
er breakfast, while walking to the 
railroad station, he was stricken 
by 


apoplexy, expiring within half an hour 
at the bishop's house, to which he was 
carried. The funeral was held in the 
Cathedral in Fort "Wayne July 4. and 
his remains now rest in the crypt be- 
neath the sanctuary of that edifice. 


Rt. Rev. Joseph Dwenger, second 


bishop of Fort Wayne, was a native 
of Mercer county, Ohio, born Septem- 
ber 7. 1837, in the log cabin which 
constituted the home of his parents. 
When he was three years of age his 
father died. 
Nino years 
later his 


mother was claimed by death. 
In 


1S54, after five years of probation, 
the young man became a member of 


the Congregation of the Most Precious 
Blood. 
Subsequent education he ac- 


quired at Sit. Mary's seminary 
in 


Cincinnati, and he was ordained to 
the priesthood by Archbishop Purcell 
September 4, 1S59. He became rector 
of the seminary of ths Congregation 
of the Most Precious Blood at Carth- 
agena, Ohio, and in 1SC4 was appoint- 
ed pastor at 
Wapakoneta. 
From 


1868 to 1872 he was engaged in giv- 
ing missions in Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky, and at the Second Council 
of Baltimore, representing Very Rev. 
Andrew Kunkler, the provincial of the 
Precious Blood order. Father Dwen- 
per presided over nearly all the ses- 
sions. 
He was appointed bishop if 


Fort W'ayne by Pope Pius IX after 
the death of Bishop Luers, and was 
consecrated in the Cathedral at Cincin- 
nati April 14. 1872. Among the con- 
spicuous 
monuments 
to 
Bishop 


Dwenger are the two diocesan asy- 
lums for orphans, and the college at 
Rensselaer. 
He also established a 


diocesan 
school 
board 
in 
1-S79. 


Bishop Dwenger's death "occurred Jan- 
uary 23. 1S3S, nfter an illness of near- 
ly three years. 
His funeral occurred 


January 26. Archbishop Elder cele- 
brating the pontifical requiem mass. 
Bishop Dwenger's remains rest in the 
crypt of the Cathedra! in this city. 


Rt. Rev. Joseph Rademacher. third 


bishop of Fort Wayne, born In West- 
phalia, Michigan, December 3, 1840, 


was first a priest in the diocese of 
Fort Wayne, tlu-n bishop of Nash- 
ville, and was from that city trans- 
ferred as bishop of the --C in which 
he had formerly labored as a priest. 
He was educated in - ennsylvania and 
was ordained to the priesthood by 
Bishop Luers in Fort Wayne. August 
2. 1863. 
Ho was pastor at Attica, 


then at Columbia City, next at St. 
Mary's church. Fort Wayne, and fin- 
ally'at St. Mary's churcii, Lafayette. 
He was appointed bishop of Nashville 
and was consecrated June 24, 1SS3. 
Following the death of Bishop Dwen- 
ger, 
Pope 
Leo 
XIII 
transferred 


Bishop Rademacher to the see of 
Fort Wayne July 14. 1S93. 
His in- 


stallation occurred October 5 of that 
year, and the welcome of Bishop 
Rademacher to his old diocese was a 
most cordial one. For five years, un- 
til the close of 1S9S, Bishop Rade- 
macher directed the affairs of his dio- 
cese with wisdom and zeal. 
Then 


his health broke down and medical 
skill was powerless to restore him. 
He died in Fort Waj-ne January 12. 
1900. 
Fully three hundred members 


of the clergy were present at his fu- 
neral sen-ices on January IS, and the 
remains were enclosed ii a vault be- 
neath the sanctuary of the Cathedral. 


Rt. Rev. Herman Joseph Alerding, 


present bishop of Fort Wayne, was 
born in Westphalia, Germany, April 
13. 1S45. During his infancy the fam- 
ily came to America, settling in New- 
port, Ky. From his earliest boyhood 
days the lad d::ired to become a 
priest. 
He was educated at the dio- 


cesan seminary at Vincennes, at St 
Thomas seminary, near Bardstown, 
Ky.. and at St, Meinrad's college in 
Spencer county. Indiana. 
Ordination 


to the priesthood by Bishop de St. Pa- . 
lais. followed on September 22, 1868.' 
Rev. Father Alerding's first appoint- 
ment was that of assistant at St. Jos- 
eph's church, Terre Haute. 
In 1871 


he was transferred to Cambridge 
City, and in 1S74 was sent to Indian- 
apolis as procurator for St. Joseph's 
seminary, established the year prior 
and pastor of St. Joseph's congrega- 
tion. 
The seminary was abandoned 


after a year. but. at the direction ol 
Bishop Chatarii. Rev. Father Alerding 
purchased a new site in a more desir- 
able location, and in 1SSO the new St. 
Joseph's church was dedicated. On 
Sept. 22. 1893. the church celebrated 
the silver jubilee of its organization 
and the pastor the silver pubilee ol 
his ordination to the priesthood. Ir 
1SS3 Father Alerding published ".A 
History of the Catholic Church in the 
Diocese of Vincennes," which was 
very highly commended by Bishop 
Chatard and other authorities of the 
church.

Two Fort Wayne Priests Have Held 


Rank of Domestic Prelate. 


Two priests of the diocese of Fort 


Wayne nave been honored by eleva- 
tion to the rank of Domestic Prelate, 
conferred by the holy father in recog- 
nition of conspicuous' ability and de- 
votion. The first of these was Rt. Rev. 
Mgr. Julian Benoit, V. G., a pioneer 
priest whose labors are inseparable 
from the early history of Fort Wayne. 
The second to receive the distinction 
is Rt. Rev. Mgr. J. H. Oechtering. pas- 
tor o£ St, Mary's church in Port Wayne 
and present vicar general of the dio- 
cese. 


Rt. Rev.. Mgr. Benoit was born in 


France, October 7, 1808, began his 
studies for the priesthood at the age 
of 17, and in 1836 emigrated to Amer- 
ica. In the year following he was or- 
dained to the priesthood in Baltimore, 
and after pastorates in southern In- 
diana and at. Chicago was sent to Fort 
Wayne in 1840. His labors here for 
the church were fruitful, 
and 
his 


memory is cherished by the older res- 
idents of the city. He it was who 
secured all the ground now known as 
Cathedral srjuare, and through his ef- 
forts were built the first episcopal res- 
idence, the CachecJral and the build- 
ing which became the nucleus for St. 
Augustine's academy. 
He was made 


vicar general of the diocese of Vin- 
cennes in 1S52 and of the diocese of 
Fort Wayne in 1S5S, and was admin- 
istrator of the diocese during the ab- 
sence of Bishop Luers in Europe In 
1865. The title of Domestic Prelate 
of His Holiness was 
conferred 
on 


Father Benoit by Pope Leo XIII, June 
12, 1SS3. His early labors among the 
Indians were notable, and in 184S he 
accompanied the 
Indians 
in 
their 


journey from Fort Wayne to new res- 
ervations which had been 
assigned 


them 
in Kansas. Father 
Benoit's 


death occurred January 2fi, 1SS5, at 
the age of 7.7'years. His remains rest 
in the crjjiJsTjeneath the Cathedral. 


Rt. Rev.'-Mgr. J. H. 
Oechtering. 


widely known' as pastor of St. Mary's 
church in this city, second to,receive 
the rank of Domestic Prelate, Is a na- 
tive of Hanover, Germany, born De- 
cember 23, 1S4S. He was educated in 
his native land and there ordained to 
the priesthood for the diocese of Fort 
Wayne, May- 21, 1869. 
The 
young 


priest, came to America the same year 
and was assigned to Elkhart. A year 
later he was transferred 
to St. Jo- 


seph's church at Laporte, and 
ten 


years later—July 14, 1S80, he was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Mary's churcn. 
Fort Wayne. In 1SS8 he was named 
irremovable rector of the same church 
by Bishop Dwenger. His appointment 
as vicar general of the diocese came 
at the hands of Bishop Alerding, and 
his elevation to the rank of Domestic 


Prelate was decreed by Pope Pius X 
n 1905. He is a ripe scholar and has 
written extensively. 
Mgr. Oechtering 


s the judge of the Matrimonial Court 
of the diocese, moderator of the Fort 
Wayne deanery, synodical examiner 
and president of tie diocesan school 
ooard.

Never did Phidias' colossal statue of 
Zeus at Elis, or Canova's Theseus at 
Vienna, represent 
greater- 
strength 


than does Angelo's Moses at Rome. 
Never did Praxiteles' Aphrodite -at 
Cnidus, or the Sleeping Ariadne at 
Rome, reveal more love or poetic sym- 
metry than does Angelo's marvelous 
statue of David at Florence. 


The Skeleton of the Statue. 


But though we have a perfect right 


to think of Uavid the musician, David 
the poet, David.the imaginative youth, 
who is always singing the praises of 
God I wonder if we have not some- 
times overlooked the fact that David 
sang his songs of triumph -under the 
shadow of Mount Sinai, and that he 
had but a vague and shadowy idea of 
'the tenderness of the cross of.Jesus 
Christ? 
The poetic eyes of David in 


the statue may not search us from out 
of deep sockets or from under over- 
arching forehead as do the penetrat- 
ing eyes of Moses the lawgiver, but 
the same thought that'teemed in. the 
brain of Moses lived and throbbed in 
the brain of David. All through the 
Psalms I find that the Ten Command- 
ments of Mount Sinai are the skele- 
tons upon which David the Psalmist 
based his praises. When David writes 
his most beautiful songs he seems to 
be echoing in rhyme what Moses the 
great lawgiver had written five hun- 
dred years before in the books of the 
Pentateuch. 
David's poety 
is only 


Moses' laws and commandments set to 
music. 
It was so with the tther poets whose 


compositions are in that great hymnal. 
Turn almost anywhere in the Psalms 
and you will find this fact illustrated. 
What is the burden 
of the 119th 


Psalm? It is the law, the rock-ribbed 
law of God. "0 how I love thy law! 
It is my meditation day and night," is 
the song. What is the burden of the 
'first Psalm"? It is the law of God. 
What is the burden of the thirty-sev- 
enth Psalm and the fortieth Psalm 
and 'the seventy-eighth Psalm? It is 
the law of God. And today in the 
words of my text the shepherd poet 
tells us that the statutes of God have 
been his songs in the house of his 
pilgrimage all through his life. 
The 


law of Moses is here found to be the 
theme of the sweetest singer Israel

Two great personalities tower like 


Sinai's peaks above all other names 
in this quarter's lessons, animating 
and connecting them, the 
supreme 


names of history and of heaven. Who 
are they? They are associated in the 
"new song" of redeemed millions from 
all lands in heaven. 
What is that 


song? "They sang the song of Moses, 
the servant of God, and the song of 
the Lamb." (Rev. 15:3.) Surely then 
the most fitting thread for the review 
is this: 
How much did Moses when 


on earth know of Christ, and 
how 


much gospel may be found in his books 
in the clearer light of New Testament 
interpretation? 


Putting together all the verbal and 


actual prophecies and symbols 
and 


theophanies that proclaimed Christ in 
the five books of Moses, we shall get 
the complete picture- of the expected 
Messiah, so far as it had been outlined 
up to the time of Moses' death, as 
from many lithographic stones, adding 
color upon color, we get a complete 
portrait today. The picture of Christ 
that Moses had was but a dim sketch 
at best, as seen in the twilight of his 
day, but full of significance in the 
high noon of fulfilment 
as 
we look 


back upon it now when Christ is be- 
coming both Savior and king of the 
world. 


Christ Portrayed by Moses. 


To get the full picture of Christ in 


anv Old Testament period we should 
consider not verbal prophecies only, 
as is too much the custom, but also 
three other parallel lines of prophecy 
and revelation, all parts of one pic- 
ture, namely: 
the symbolic gospel 


of bloody altars and other types: the 
acted prophecies, such as tbe uplifted 
serpent: "and the theophanies. when 
God visibly appeared 
to Abraham, 


Moses and others, and displayed the 
same characteristics of justice 
and 


mercy 
that 
were 
so 
wonderfully 


blended in Jesus, when he made his 
longer New Testament visit to this 
world. The four kinds of Old Testa- 
ment pictures should be combined in 
one composite photograph to give us 
in full color the gospel according to 
Moses. 
Even in the Genesis records which 


Moses received from his predecessors 
and knew from childhood, he found a 
faint patriarchal gospel in promises 
that not only a Messianic race, but a 
personal Messianic Ruler 
and 
Re- 


deemer, would come from heaven in 
human form, and save men from sin 
by 
suffering. 
In Mrs. Browning's 


drama of "Exile." after the expulsion 
of Adam and Eve 
from 
Paradise, 


Christ speaks to them thus: 


For at last 
I. wrapping around me your humanity. 
being sustained, 
shall neither

that awaited Sodom, corresponds in 
both goodness and severity to the 
Christ who in the 25;h chapter of 
Matthew hurled at the covetous anrl 
hypocritical Pharisees the

lightning of his seven times uttered 
"Woe unto you!" but in the same 
chapter said in a 
Jerusalem, 
how

Not all that did Adam and Eve com- 


prehend. though we can hear all that 
and more in the light of fulfilment, in 
that "Protoevangeliurn." that first gos- 
pel condensed into the single promise 
spoken by the Jehovah Jesus, when 
he "walked" and spoke in Eden after 
the fall (Gen. 3:S-lfl), and promised 
that the seed of the woman should 
bruise the serpent's head, but at the 
cost of bruising to himseli. 
As the 


acorn contains the oak, this promise 
of a bruised conqueror proclaims even 
in Eden the suffering sovereign who 
!s to come, the Savior iJng. The 
next revelation of Christ in the slain 
lamb of Abel's altar, intensifies the 
atoning side of Christ's work on the 
cross of Calvary. Abel's virtue was 
in seeing and confessing that he had 
sinned and deserved to die in conse- 
quence: confessing also that he accept- 
ed the substitute provided 
in "the 


Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world." 
That Is what joining 
tbe 


church "by confession" means. today. 
Let us never say "by 
profession."

The Revelation on Sinai. 


We must also recognize as a part 


of the Gospel of Moses the theophan 
ies of Sinai, where the visible Jeho- 
vah appeared as at once the teacher.
